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House  OK's 
Alaska  pipeline 


WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  The  House  passed  the  Alaska 
pipeline  bill  by  an  overwhelming  margin  Monday  and  sent  it 
to  the  Senate,  which  is  expected  to  approve  it  today. 

Before  the  final  361-14  vote,  the  House  turned  down, 
213  to  162,  a  motion  to  return  the  bill  to  a  House-Senate 
conference  committee  for  removal  of  sections  which 
broaden  the  authority  of  government  regulatory  agencies. 

Ash  to  recommend  veto 

Roy  Ash,  director  of  the  Office  of  Management  and 
Budget,  has  said  that  he  will  recommend  the  President  veto 
the  bill  with  the  disputed  features  in  it. 

But  Secretary  of  the  Interior  Rogers  C.B.  Morton,  who 
conferred  with  pipeline  backers  on  the  floor  of  the  House 
just  before  Monday’s  action,  has  said  he  will  recommend 
the  President  sign  it  in  any  event. 

The  White  House  has  not  commented,  although  it 
strongly  supports  construction  of  the  pipeline.  The  line 
would  bring  oil  from  Alaska’s  North  Slope  to  tanker 
connections  at  the  ice  free  port  of  Valdez  on  the  Gulf  of 
Alaska. 

Construction  in  March 

Rep.  Don  Young,  R-Alaska,  said  the  Alyeska  Pipeline 
Service  Co.,  a  consortium  of  oil  companies  formed  to  build 
the  pipeline,  expects  to  begin  construction  in  mid-March  if 
the  bill  is  approved  promptly. 

But  he  said  a  delay  in  passage  of  the  bill  could  force 
postponement  of  the  project  by  a  full  year  because  of  the 
short  Arctic  construction  season.  Construction  is  expected 
to  take  three  years. 

The  challenged  sections  of  the  bill  were  in  the  version 
originally  passed  by  the  Senate  and  were  accepted  by  the 
conferees,  although  they  had  not  been  in  the  House  version. 

Rep.  Sam  Steiger,  R-Ariz.,  who  made  the  motion  to 
recommit  the  bill  to  the  conference,  said  the  matter  could 
be  cleared  up  in  a  day  or  two.

The  Environmental 
Protection  Agency  Monday 
released  its  final  transportation 
control  rules  for  Utah  in  an 
attempt  to  reduce  air  pollution 
along  the  Wasatch  Front. 

Provo  has  already  begun 
implementing  some  of  the 
directives  of  the  agency  with 
its  work  on  Center  Street 
Monday. 

According  to  Provo  City 
Planner  Jerry  Howell,  the 
EPA’s  rules  “are  what  we  had 
hoped  and  expected  them  to 
be.  We’re  well-satisfied,  at  least 
within  this  department.” 

The  final  plan,  which  now 
becomes  law  for  the  state, 
requires  regular  inspection  of 
automobile  engines  and  the 
installation  of  additional 
anti-pollution  control  devices. 

It  also  includes  individual 
plans  for  Salt  Lake  City, 
Ogden  and  Provo  designed  to 
reduce  traffic  congestion  in 
the  downtown  area. 

Missing  from  the  final  set  of 
regulations  were  earlier 
proposals  to  ration  gasoline 
and  restrict  the  construction 
of  new  parking  lots.  These 
previous  measures  drew  heavy 
criticism  from  state  and  local 
officials. 

The  proposals  were  objected 
to  by  Gov.  Calvin  Rampton, 


Salt  Lake  City  Mayor  E.  J. 
Garn,  Provo  City  Councilman 
and  Mayor-elect  Russell 
Grange  and  Ogden  City 
Manager  Richard  Larson. 

The  EPA  held  a  series  of 
hearings  on  its  proposals  and, 
in  cooperation  with  the  cities, 
worked  out  the  final  plan. 

Howell  explained  the  cities 
made  counter-proposals  to  the 
initial  EPA  plan.  In  speaking 
of  the  newly  released  rules,  he 
commented: 

“It  appears  they  (EPA)  have, 
for  the  most  part,  adopted  the 
proposals  made  by  Provo  City. 

‘‘It’s  a  much  more 
reasonable  approach  than  their 
initial  one,”  he  said. 

The  new  air  quality  plan  for 
Salt  Lake  City,  Ogden  and 
Provo  was  released  at  a  news 
conference  by  John  Green,  the 
EPA  regional  administrator 
from  Denver  on  Monday. 

In  addition  to  maintaining 
vehicle  inspection  and 
maintenance  programs,  the 
EPA  plan  maintains  the 
original  proposal  for 
installation  of  high  altitude 
efficiency  modifications. 

These  requirements  must  be 
implemented  by  Aug.  1,  1976, 
according  to  Green. 

Specific  proposals  for  Provo 
City  include:  arrangements  for 
by-pass  of  through  traffic  from 
Center  to  First  South  Streets 
by  Nov.  1,  1974;  designation 
of  bicycle  lanes  from 


downtown  to  BYU  by  May  1, 
1974  and  removal  of  planters 
along  Center  Street. 

According  to  Howell,  these 
plans  “reflect  what  we  already 
have  planned  to  do.”  For 
instance,  the  instruction  to 
remove  planters  was  a  strategy 
developed  and  suggested  by 
Provo  City  officials. 


A  few  problems  developed 
due  to  weather  problems, 
however,  said  Howell, 
indicating  a  new  slurry  seal 
coat  was  applied  as  a  winter 
coat  and  to  cover  the  old 
striping. 

The  slurry  coat  was  slow  to 
dry  and  the  painting  wasn’t 
going  well,  until  rain  came. 


said  Howell.  That  helped 
considerably  in  getting  the  seal 
to  work,  he  said. 

The  street  will  be  repainted, 
allowing  only  one  row  of 
parking  in  the  middle  of  the 
street. 

Howell  indicated  the  work 
on  Center  Street  was  for  two 


reasons:  first,  to  comply  with 
EPA’s  demand  for  the 
elimination  of  parking  for 
better  traffic  circulation  and 
second,  as  a  first  step  in  the 
city’s  master  plan  approved 
several  months  ago.  This  plan 
already  made  arrangements  for 
the  removal  of  the  planters 
and  the  bicycle  paths.

The  dictation  belt  is  the 
third  piece  of  subpoenaed 
Watergate  evidence  the  White 
House  said  does  not  exist. 
Earlier,  it  announced  that  two 
key  conversations  went 
unrecorded  by  a  presidential 
taping  system. 

Seeking  to  ‘‘clear 
up  .  .  .  once  and  for  all”  the 
controversy  about  the 
Watergate  conversations, 
Nixon  said  in  a  written 
statement  that  he  will: 

Voluntarily  submit 
recordings  of  two  April  16, 
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Down  with

Nixon  said  a  search  of  his 
personal  diary  file  a  week  ago 
failed  to  turn  up  a  dictation 
belt  of  his  recollections  of  the 
April  15  meeting  with  Dean.

Meir:  Stronger  ties  expected 
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in  Kissinger-Moo  talks 


full  peace 
possible 


LONDON  (AP)  Israeli 
Premier  Golda  Meir  listed 
some  of  her  country’s  peace 
aims  Monday  and  declared 
that  a  full  settlement  can  be 
achieved  with  patience  and 
honest  negotiation. 

But  in  her  first  news 
conference  since  the  signing  of 
a  new  Israeli-Egyptian  truce 
she  warned  that  the  situation 
in  Syria  is  “extremely 
dangerous.” 

She  attributed  the  danger  in 
part  to  the  discovery  of  several 
Israeli  war  prisoners  who,  she 
claimed,  had  been  blindfolded, 
bound  and  shot  in  the  back. 
She  demanded  that  Syria  and 
Egypt  immediately  conform 
on  war  captives. 

Looking  tired  but  quick  to 
smile  or  turn  a  question  back, 
the  7  5 -year-old  leader  stressed 
the  need  for  Egypt  to  lift 
quickly  its  blockade  of  the 
Bab  elMandeb  Strait.  Israel 
says  Egyptian  gunboats  have 
been  blocking  the  passage  of 
Israeli-bound  tankers  and 
Israeli  ships  at  the  entrance  to 
the  Red  Sea.

PEKING  (AP)  -  Secretary 
of  State  Henry  A.  Kissinger 
met  for  nearly  three  hours 
Monday  night  with  Chairman 
Mao  Tse-tung  on  ways  to 
improve  relations  between  the 
United  States  and  China. 

A  State  Department 
spokesman  declined  to  discuss 
the  substance  or  details  of  the 
session  at  Mao’s  home.  But  the 
indications  were  that 
Kissinger’s  sixth  visit  to  China 
would  produce  stronger  ties 
with  the  United  States, 
perhaps  in  the  form  of  broader 
cultural  exchanges  or  a  visit  to 
the  United  States  by  a  Chinese 
leader,  possibly  Premier  Chou 
En-lai. 

The  secretary  of  State  was 
whisked  to  Mao’s  home  at 
Chung  Nan  Hai  following  a 
three-hour  session  with  Chou. 
With  Kissinger  went  David 
K.E.  Bruce,  head  of  the  U.S. 
liaison  office  in  Peking,  and 
Winston  Lord,  director  of 
planning  and  coordination  in 
the  State  Department. 

With  Mao  were  Chou, 


Foreign  Minister  Chi  Peng-fei 
and  other  assistants. 
Afterward,  Kissinger  attended 
a  dinner  given  by  Chou. 

The  State  Department 
spokesman,  P,  obert  J. 
McCloskey,  read  an 
announcement  prepared  with 
the  Chinese  and  then  declined 
to  elaborate  on  it.  He  said 
Kissinger  and  Mao  discussed  “a 
wide  range  of  subjects  in  a 
friendly  atmosphere.” 

China’s  official  Hsinhua 
News  Agency  reported  that 
Assistant  Foreign  Minister 


Wang  Haijung  and  two 
others  Tang Wen-sheng  and 
Shen  Jo-yun  also  took  part  in 
the  meeting. 

Kissinger  has  met  twice 
before  with  Mao,  last  February 
and  in  February  1972.  On 
both  occasions  the  meetings 
were  briefer  than  the  one 
Monday  night. 

Withdrawal  of  some  or  all  of 
the  9,000  U.S.  troops  on 
Taiwan  could  be  by-product  of 
Kissinger’s  visit.  The  United 
States  has  promised  to  pull 
3,000  out,  and  the 


Rampton  proclaims 
'A  Day  of  Concern' 


SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP) 
The  office  of  Gov.  Calvin  L. 
Rampton  says  the  governor 
will  sign  a  proclamation  today 
declaring  Friday  a  “Day  of 
National  Concern.” 

The  proclamation  was 
sought  by  the  Committee  of 
National  Concern,  an 
organization  urging 


impeachment  of  the  President. 

Rampton,  a  Democrat,  also 
has  called  for  impeachment. 

Activities  planned  by  the 
committee  for  Friday  include 
a  silent  vigil  in  front  of  the 
federal  building  in  downtown 
Salt  Lake  and  a  public  hearing 
at  7  p.m.  in  the  State  Office 
Building  Auditorium. 


communique  Nixon  and  Chou 
signed  in  1972  said  all  of  them 
would  be  removed  when  the 
situation  warranted. 

This  is  one  of  the  major 
steps  the  Chinese  regard  as  a 
preliminary  to  an  exchange  of 
ambassadors.  The  other,  more 
important  one  is  for  the 
United  States  to  break 
diplomatic  relations  with 
President  Chiang  Kai-shek’s 
Nationalist  government  on 
Taiwan. 

The  Nationalists  continue  to 
invoke  the  long  years  of 
American  friendship  and 
support  for  Chaing.  But 
privately  they  see  the 
handwriting  on  the  wall.  Their 
newspapers  are  preparing  the 
public  for  a  final  break. 

A  rupture  in  the  formal  ties 
between  Washington  and 
Taipei  would  not  mean  an  end 
to  trade  and  other  exchanges 
between  the  two.  Other 
nations  that  have  taken  the 
same  route  have  markedly 
increased  their  trade  with 
Taiwan.  Since  Japan  broke 
relations  with  the  Nationalist 
government  last  year,  some 
400,000  Japanese  have  visited 
Taiwan.

The  College  Council  will 
allocate  at  least  $25,000  to 
students  and  colleges  for 
academically-oriented  projects 
in  this,  the  council’s  second 
year  of  operation. 

Chairman  Tom  King  said  the 
council  granted  between 
$25,000  and  $30,000  last  year 
for  research  to  help  develop 
better  educational  methods. 

The  council  has  been  given 
$25,000  (almost  one-half  of 
the  budget  of  the  ASBYU 
Academics  Office,  of  which  it 
is  a  part)  to  expend  on  grants 
this  year,  according  to  Mike 
Waddoups,  ASBYU  Finance 
vice  president. 

King  said  the  council’s  main 
problem  is  to  let  students 
know  money  is  available  and 
how  to  apply  for  it.  If  a 
student  is  interested  in 
financial  help  for  a  research 
project  he  should  contact  his 
college’s  representative  to  the 
council,  King  said.  The 
representative  will  help  the 
student  present  his  proposal  to 
the  council. 


Last  year’s  chairman,  Spence 
Ellsworth,  said  the  council 
approved  about  75  per  cent  of 
the  proposals  from  both  the 
colleges  and  individuals.  He 
said  publicity  was  a  major 
problem  but  the  council  did 
allocate  enough  money  in  the 
first  semester  to  make  the 
project  worthwhile.  The 
amount  spent  in  the  first 
semester  was  matched  for  the 
second. 

The  individual  projects 
funded  last  year  range  from 
“very  effective  results”  to 
“didn’t  pan  out.” 

Mark  D.  Weiner  and  Bruce 
A.  Conrad  did  a  frequency 
count  of  current 
“Mormonese.”  They  obtained 
printed  material  from  Deseret 
Book  Company  and  listed  all 
words  in  order  of  their 
frequency. 

Their  findings,  when 
completed,  will  provide  a 
dictionary  for  computer-assist¬ 
ed  translation  into  other 
languages.

He  said  he  plans 
to  hook  plants  to  a  lie 
dectector  and  measure  their 
reaction  to  voices,  other  plants 
in  the  room  and  music. 

Erek  James  Erekson  and 
Howard  E.  Evans  found  they 
were  looking  for  the 
impossible  in  an  ecological 
study  of  the  Great  Salt  Lake. 
They  wanted  to  see  what 
•  effect  an  earthquake  would 


have  in  bringing  poisonous 
sulfide  from  the  bottom  of  the 
lake,  up  to  the  surface  and 
into  the  air.  They  found  there 
was  no  danger  because  the  4 
sulfide  would  be  absorbed  by 
the  water.  They  were  planning 
to  return  the  remaining  money 
to  the  council. 

Some  significant  proposals 
by  the  colleges  included: 

A  performance  of  the  film 
ballet  of  Romeo  and  Juliet  by 
the  Department  of 
Humanities.  The  ballet  had  a 
full  house  of  500  people  for 
both  showings. 

The  college  of  Business 
bought  audio-visual  modules 
to  aid  in  the  teaching  of 
Accounting  201  and  202  and 
Economics  111  and  112. 
There  are  about  2,500 
students  enrolled  in  these 
classes  every  semester. 

The  council  gave  money  to 
provide  transportation  for  40 
students  to  Tucson,  Ariz.,  for 
Music  Educators  National 
Conference.  The  students 
matched  the  amount  given.

When  Goldwater  was  first 
running  for  senator  in  Arizona 
in  1954,  Richards  was  editor 
and  publisher  of  the  paper  in 
Winslow,  Ariz.,  Goldwater 
visited  frequently  during 
campaigns. 

Richards  had  a  book  entitled 
“Why  We  Are  Democrats,” 
which  gave  democratic 
platforms  from  1830  to  1880. 
He  took  the  points  that 
appeared  throughout  the 
period  and  decided  if  they  had 
remained  part  of  democratic 
philosophy  for  50  years,  they 
must  be  what  the  party  stood 
for.  He  wrote  an  editorial 
headlined  “Why  We  Are 
Democrats,”'  citing  ideas  from 
the  book. 

Years  later,  after  the  senator 
had  established  himself  as  a 
popular  speaker  throughout 
the  nation,  Goldwater  and 
Richards  met  again.  Goldwater 
took  a  worn  piece  of  paper  out 
of  his  wallet.  “I  think  you 
should,  know  this,”  Goldwater 
said  to  Richards.  “I  have  taken 
this  editorial  you  wrote  years 
ago  about  Democrats  and  read 
it  to  young  people  in  the 
Republican  party  throughout 
the  south,  as  a  summary  of 
what  the  Republican  party 
stands  for.” 

Goldwater  told  Richards 
Thursday  he  still  has  the 
editorial.

393  shelters 

Utah  County  has  393  seperate  fallout  shelters 
that  can  provide  protection  for  158,000  people 
tor  two  weeks  at  a  moment’s  notice,  according 
to  Clayton  Dalton,  Civil  Defense  Coordinator 
for  Utah  County. 

“Considering  that  the  population  of  Utah 
County  stands  at  about  160,000,  this  is  pretty 
good,”  he  said. 

87  on  campus 

Of  the  393  shelters  in  Utah  County,  87  of 
them  are  located  on  BYU  campus,  providing 
room  enough  for  69,000  people. 

Among  those  areas  licensed  by  the  civil 
defense  to  serve  as  fallout  shelters  on  campus  is 
the  library,  the  Wilkinson  Center,  the  Harris 
Fine  Arts  Center,  the  Math  Science  and 
Computer  Building,  the  Smith  Family  Living 
Center  and  the  Marriott  Center. 

Center  not  really  safe 

“Interestingly  enough  the  Marriott  Center  is 
only  licensed  to  hold  2,400  people  during  times 
of  emergency  due  to  its  thin  ceiling 
construction.  It  is  not  really  as  safe  as  it  would 
appear,”  said  Dalton. 

Each  area  designated  as  a  fallout  shelter  is

“The  civil  defense  officials  follow  the  existing 
lines  of  government.  The  mayor  of  a  city  is  the 
head  of  the  civil  defense  for  that  city,  while  the 
governor  is  the  director  for  the  state,” 
according  to  Dalton. 

Radar  warnings 

In  the  event  of  an  attack,  the  North  American 
Air  Defense  Command  in  Colorado  Springs, 
Colo,  would  detect  enemy  intrusion  through  its 
radar  and  Early  Warning  Systems.  The  Civil 
Defense  Warning  Officer  would  notify  every 
civil  defense  area  in  the  country  through  a 
national  warning  system  consisting  of  a  bell  on 
a  closed  radio  unit. 

The  Utah  County  warning  system  is  located 
in  the  courthouse  in  the  Highway  Patrol  Radio 
Dispatcher’s  office.  All  areas  are  then  notified 
of  the  reason  for  the  bell’s  sounding. 

When  it  is  understood  that  an  emergency 
situation  is  in  existence,  the  sheriff  calls  upon 
the  fire  department  to  sound  fire  sirens  in  the 
characteristic  attack  tone.  Telephone,  radio  and 
television  are  also  used  to  notify  the  public. 

“The  threat  of  a  nuclear  attack  is  still  as 
present  as  it  ever  was  before.  We  don’t  know 
whether  this  area  is  a  target  or  not,  but  we  do 
know  that  the  threat  is  real  and  that  it  is  our 
job  to  keep  the  public  prepared  for  that 
moment,”  said  Dalton.

Skylab  3

CAPE  CANAVERAL,  Fla. 
(AP)  —  The  launch  team 
Monday  reported  finding 
possible  new  cracks  in  the 
Skylab  3  rocket,  threatening 
another  postponement  of  the 
85-day  mission. 

The  space  agency  said  a 
routine  check  had  disclosed 
markings  that  might  be  cracks 
in  structural  devices  between 
the  first  and  second  stage  of. 
the  Saturn  IB  rocket. 

An  announcement  called 
them  “apparent  cracks”  and 
said  tests  were  under  way  to 
determine  if  they  actually 
were.  They  are  very  tiny  and 
could  be  merely  machine 
scratches,  an  official  said. 

The  sturctural  devices  are 
made  of  the  same  material  as 
the  eight  stabilizer  fins  on 
which  cracks  were  discovered 
last  week.  Replacement  of 
those  fins  caused  a  five-day 
delay  in  the  launching,  until 
Thursday.

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  - 
Attorneys  for  International 
Business  Machines  Corp.  and 
Telex  Corp.  say  they  will 
appeal  the  decision  of  a  federal 
judge  Saturday  which  reduced 
from  $352.5  million  to  $259.5 
million  damages  that  IBM 
must  pay  Telex  for 
monopolistic  practices. 

Senior  U.S.  District  Court 
Judge  A.  Sherman  Christensen 
reduced  the  monetary  damages 
awarded  Telex  and  altered 
injunctive  relief  against  IBM 
after  announcing  Oct.  10  he 
had  made  “substantial  error” 
in  computation  of  damages  in 
his  Sept.  1  7  decision. 

He  let  stand  a  $21.9  million 
industrial  espionage  judgement 
against  Telex  in  favor  of  IBM. 
But  he  reduced  the  financial 
award  due  Telex  from  IBM 
because  of  advantages  he  said 
Telex  gained  from 
“misappropriation  of  IBM 
trade  secrets”  and  advantages 
Telex  will  have  in  the  future  as 
a  result  of  orders  to  IBM  that 
will  allow  Telex  and  other 
computer  companies  to 
compete  more  effectively 
against  IBM. 

Telex  had  originally  sued 
IBM  for  $1.2  billion,  claiming 
IBM  had  priced  computer 
accessory  equipment  in  such  a 
way  as  to  freeze  out 
competition.  IBM  is  the 
world’s  largest  manufacturer 
of  computers  and  computer 
accessories.

U.N.  truce-watchers  moved 
into  a  bleak  Israeli  checkpoint 
on  the  Cairo-Suez  road 
Monday  but  were  forced  out 
of  another  as  they  took  the 
first  practical  steps  toward 
carrying  out  the  new  Suez 
truce. 

The  Israeli  state  radio  said 
Austrian  and  Swedish  troops 
of  the  U.N.  Emergency  Force 
manned  the  Israeli  barriers  at 
Kilometer  101,  where  the 
irregular  cease-fire  line  crosses 
the  highway  about  60  miles 
east  of  Cairo. 

The  Israeli  military  declined 
comment  on  the  U.N. 
takeover,  a  tender  political 
subject  in  Israel.  But  U.N. 
officials  in  Jerusalem  and 
Cairo  confirmed  that  their 
troops  had  assumed  control  as 
stipulated  in  the  new 
cease-fire. 

The  Tel  Aviv  command  said 
later,  however,  that  its  troops 
dismantled  a  second 
checkpoint  on  the  approaches 
to  Suez  city  because  the 
blue-bereted  U.N.  troops  had 
set  it  up  “contrary  to  Israeli 
agreement.” 


There  was  no  report  of 
violence.  The  Israelis  said  they 
took  down  the  U.N.  barrier 
after  the  peacekeeping  troops 
disregarded  a  request  to  take  it 
down  themselves. 

A  U.N.  spokesman  in  New 
York  said  Secretary-General 
Kurt  Waldheim  had  made  a 
“strong  protest”  to  the  Israeli 
mission. 

Egyptian  and  Israeli  generals 
negotiated,  meanwhile,  in  a 
desert  tent  supplied  by  the 
United  Nations,  trying  to 
implement  the  rest  of  the 
day-old  pact.  It  is  designed  to 
strengthen  the  cease-fire  and 
open  the  way  for  an 
international  Middle  East 
peace  conference  next  month. 

The  six-point  cease-fire 
provides  for  a  U.N.  takeover  of 
the  Israeli  highway 
checkpoints  as  a  preliminary 
step  toward  supplying  the 
Egyptian  3rd  Army  in  the 
Sinai  and  civilians  in  Suez  city. 

This  in  turn  is  to  lead  to  an 
exchange  of  war  prisoners,  a 
key  Israeli  demand  in  the 
diplomatic  contacts  conducted 
by  Secretary  of  State  Henry  A. 
Kissinger  in  his  swift  tour  of 
Arab  capitals.

A  BYU  student  was 
seriously  injured  in  a  hunting 
accident  near  Ephraim  over 
the  weekend.

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Segretti  to  serve 
federal  sentence 


LOMPOC,  Calif.  (AP)  - 
Looking  pale  and  nervous, 
Donald  H.  Segretti  surrendered 
at  the  federal  prison  to  begin  a 
six-month  sentence  for 
political  sabotage. 

Accompanied  by  his  father, 
the  32-year-old  attorney 
arrived  at  the  secluded 
minimum  security  Lompoc 
prison  camp  at  the  wheel  of  a 
white  Mercedes-Benz  coupe. 

He  drove  past  reporters  at 
the  prison  entrance,  but  they 
caught  up  with  him  in  front  of 
the  camp  office  and  he  told 
them  he  had  “mixed 
reactions”  to  his  sentence. 

Asked  if  he  were  feeling 
bitter,  the  slight  lawyer  said 
only  “I’m  not  saying  I  do  and 
I’m  not  saying  I  don’t.  I’ll  have 
a  better  idea  in  four  or  five 
weeks.” 


Segretti  was  sentenced  to  six 
months  in  prison  after 
pleading  guilty  in  October  to 
violating  federal  election  laws 
during  the  1972  Florida 
presidential  primary.  He  could 
get  out  two  months  early  with 
good  behavior. 

The  camp,  150  miles  north 
of  Los  Angeles,  has  about  350 
inmates,  most  of  them  serving 
sentences  for  nonviolent 
crimes.  The  camp  has  no 
fences  or  locks  and  inmates  are 
on  an  honor  system,  free  to 
walk  around  the  grounds. 

Segretti  said  earlier  he  has 
seen  his  life  turn  into  an 
“absolute  nightmare”  in  the 
13  months  since  he  was  first 
implicated  in  the  Watergate 
scandal.  He  said  he  has  lost 
most  of  his  friends  and  hasn’t 
been  able  to  get  a  job.

Dixon,  Murdock  ending

Two  city  officials  retire 
from  public  office  this  year 
after  giving  a  total  of  20  years 
of  service  to  Provo.  Mayor 
Verl  G.  Dixon  has  held  that 
office  for  12  years  and  City 
Commissioner  Ray  Murdock 
has  served  for  eight  years. 

Mayor  Dixon’s  plans  for  the 
future  include  going  back  into 
the  real  estate  and  contracting 
business.  He  has  been  a 

contractor  for  the  past  30 

years,  but  has  been  inactive 

while  serving  as  mayor. 

“I  have  no  definite  plans, 
but  I’m  not  ready  to  retire 
completely,’’  said 
Commissioner  Murdock.  As 
soon  as  his  term  of  office 
expires  at  the  end  of  the  year 
he  plans  on  a  month  in 

California  and  is  considering 


the  real  estate  business  when 
he  returns. 

Both  men  praised  the  city 
employes  and  Murdock  said, 
“We’ve  accomplished  more  in 
Provo  in  the  last  ten  years  than 
at  any  other  decade  in  the 
city’s  history.”  He  attributed 
this  to  the  changing  the  job  of 
commissioners  to  a  full-time 
from  a  part-time  occupation 
eight  years  ago. 

One  of  the  major  projects 
completed  under  the 
administration  of  these  two 
men  was  the  completion  of  the 
Provo  City  Center,  which  took 
about  four  years.  The  building 
cost  nearly  five  million  dollars 
by  the  time  it  was  done,  and 
landscaping  is  still  being 
finished  up,  said  Murdock.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  -  A 
House  Interior  subcommittee 
was  urged  Monday  to  ban 
dams  in  the  proposed 
enlargement  of  the  Grand 
Canyon  National  Park. 

Spokesman  for  Friends  of 
the  Earth  and  the  National 
Parks  and  Conservation 
Association  recommended  that 
a  reclamation  provision  be 
dropped  from  legislation 
providing  for  enlargement  of 
the  park. 

“The  decision  by  the 
Interior  Department  and  the 
Congress  in  1966-67  against 
the  proposed  Bridge  Canyon 
dam  gave  citizens  throughout 
the  country  the  impression 
that  this  part  of  the  Grand 
Canyon  would  now  be  safe 
from  such  projects,”  said 
George  Alderson,  legislative 
director  of  Friends  of  the 
Earth. 

“Retaining  the  option  to 
build  the  dam  will  only  leave 
this  part  of  the  park  vulnerable 
to  a  resurrection  of  the 
short-sighted  dam  proposal  in 
future  years,”  he  said. 

Both  organizations  also 
urged  further  study  of  a 


proposal  to  turn  over  some 
land  to  the  Havasupal  Indian 
Reservation. 


“We  strongly  urge  the 
Congress  to  add  an 
amendment  to  this  section 
providing  for  a  study,  an 
inventory  perhaps,  of  the 
recreational,  esthetic  and 
wilderness  values  inherent  in 
parklands  where  they  conflict 
with  Indian  needs,”  said  Toby 
Cooper,  administrative 
assistant  for  parks  at  the 
National  Parks  and 
Conservation  Association.

Annual  turkey  trot  run 


The  annual  turkey  trot  (a 
cross-country  type  race)  will 
be  run  Wednesday,  Nov.  14. 
The  turkey  trot  is  a  traditional 
Thanksgiving  event  with  the 
race  being  run  here  on  campus. 
At  the  conclusion  of  the  race  a 
turkey  is  awarded  the  winner 
in  each  of  three  divisions. 

In  explaining  the 
requirements  for  the  race, 
Intramural  Director  Gary 
Palmer  said  participants  do  not 
have  to  sign  up  prior  to  the 
race.  Palmer  said  runners  on 
Wednesday  should  meet  in  the 
area  between  the  Richards 
Building  and  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse  if  they  want  to 
participate  in  the  race. 

The  race  will  take  runners 
from  the  area  in  front  of  the 
Richards  Building  to  1230 
North.  On  1230  North  the 
runners  will  head  east  and  then 
cut  south  across  the  baseball 
field. 

The  course  then  leads 
runners  up  the  stairs  behind 
the  Richards  Building.  After 
negotiating  the  stairs,  runners 
will  follow  the  street  past  the 
Faculty  Office  Building  and 
then  race  down  the  ramp  back 
of  the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

The  trotters  will  continue 
around  the  east  end  of  the 
Indoor  Tennis  Courts,  across 
the  field  to  the  south  of  the 
fieldhouse  and  then  make  the 
final  leg  of  the  race  by  going 
around  the  fieldhouse  and 
heading  to  the  finish  line  at 
the  area  in  front  of  the 
Richards  Building.  An  exact 
course  of  the  race  can  be 
obtained  from  the  intramural 
office  in  the  Richards 
Building. 

Spiked  or  cleated  shoes  will 
not  be  permitted,  explained 
Palmer,  nor  will  members  of 
the  BYU  Track  or 
Cross-Country  team  be 
allowed  to  compete.  A  BYU 
P.E.  uniform  will  be  required 
of  all  runners. 

Exactly  when  the  race 
originated  no  one  is  quite  sure, 
but  Palmer  says  one  of  the 
first  times  it  was  run  was  in 
1954.

The  BYU  Office  of 
Institutional  Research  in  April 
1971  ^completed  a  study  of 
BYU  -aLumni  to  gather  facts 


about  their  achievements.  The 
study,  which  sent  out  88,000 
questionnaires  to  alumni  and 
received  28  per  cent  of  them 
back,  refuted  (at  least  for  BYU 
alumni)  the  old  wives’  tale  that 
those  who  make  more  money 
tend  to  have  fewer  children. 


The  study  showed  that

Ever  wonder  who  sews 
costumes  and  clothes  for 
groups  such  as  the  Young 
Ambassadors,  Program  Bureau, 
Folk  Dancers,  or  the  Frolics? 
It’s  the  Campus  Couture, 
which  has  been  sewing  clothes 
for  such  groups  since  1 964. 

Located  at  the  east  end  of 
the  third  floor  of  the  Smith 
Family  Living  Center,  the 
business  employs  six  girls  on  a 
part-time  basis.  The  girls  are  all 
clothing  and  textile  majors  and 
must  gg^through  testing  and 
screening  by  the  department 
•  before  they^are  hired. 
The  girls  are  paid  by  the  hour 
and  volume  of  work 
accomplished. 

Even  though  Campus 
Couture  is  not  known  by  a 
large  number  of  students,  it 
produces  a  large  volume  of

for  'everyone' 


items.  Couture  not  only  sews 
for  students  and  groups,  but 
for  just  about  everyone  else.  A 
large  percentage  of  its  sewing 
is  done  for  faculty  members, 
organizations,  students,  and 
even  some  off-campus 
projects.  Many  of  the  clothing 
items  sold  at  Deseret 
Industries  in  Provo  are  made 
by  the  business. 

The  girls  are  capable  of 
doing  just  about  any  type  of 
sewing  and  alteration  work. 
Customers  are  expected  to 
supply  their  own  patterns  and 
material  and  are  charged  $1.90 
per  hour  for  work  done  on 
clothing. 

Each  girl  keeps  a  record  of 
her  time  and  items  worked  on. 
The  money  that  comes  in  is 
given  to  the  University  cashier 


and  then  the  University  pays 
the  girls.  The  business  gets  no 
extra  funds  from  the 
university. 

At  the  present  time  the 
business  is  sharing  a  room  with 
the  weaving  class  in  the  SFLC 
but  because  of  the  increase  in 
its  work,  the  business  is 
planning  to  move  to  a  new 
location  sometime  in  January. 
Twenty  girls  will  be  hired  at 
the  new  location. 

The  bujjness  was  started  six 
years  ago  by  Margaret  Childs, 
department  chairman  of 
clothing  and  textiles.  It  was 
intended  to  give  clothing  and 
textile  majors  extended 
experience  in  sewing  in  a 
business-type  situation  before 
actually  going  into  the 
industry.

WASHINGTON  (AP)  Bill 
Curry  of  the  Houston  Oilers 
said  today  that  artificial  turf 
causes  such  tremendous  heat, 
burns,  infection  and  increased 
injuries  and  maintenance  costs 
“that  I  cannot  understand  why 
anyone  would  buy  it.” 

Curry,  president  of  the 
National  Football  League’s 
Players  Association,  said  the 
players’  union  was  to  hold  a 


conference  today  on  synthetic 
grass  “to  alert  the  public  to 
the  dangers  of  artificial  turf, 
but  also  to  examine  natural 
surface  multi-purpose  fields 
which  have  been  developed. 

“These  natural  fields  are 
essentially  weather-proof  and 
provide  a  viable  alternative,” 
he  said. 

Ed  Garvey,  player’s 
association  executive  director, 


said:  “Our  primary  concern 
now  has  to  be  the  failure  of 
the  Consumer  Product  Safety 
Commission  to  protect  young 
athletes  from  the  unreasonable 
hazard  of  artificial  turf. 

“The  NFL.  players  can 
protect  themselves  through 
bargaining-but  who  will  now 
protect  the  high  school  and 
college  athlete?”  he  asked.

Under  warm,  sunny  skies  and  in  the  beautiful  setting  of  the 
Wasatch  State  Park  golf  course  in  Midway,  BYU  battled  to  a  close 
second  place  in  the  WAC  Cross-Country  Championships  last 
Saturday. 

Top  finisher  for  BYU  was  Gary  Cramer,  who  took  sixth  place 
in  a  field  of  fifty. 

The  race  was  won  by  UTEP’s  Larry  Brown,  with  a  time  of 
30:09.8,  sporting  a  handy  lead  over  Arizona’s  Ed  Mendoza  and 
the  Miner’s  Wilson  Waigwa,  who  fought  strongly  for  second  and 
third  places  at  the  finish. 

It  was  a  day  for  the  Canadians,  with  Brown,  CSU’s  Louis 
Groarke  in  fourth  place  and  Miner  harrier  Paul  Pearson  capturing 
seventh. 

A  large  field  of  runners  took  the  first  hill  at  the  start  in  one 
group,  but  by  the  three-mile  point  the  rigorous  and  hilly  course 
had  strung  them  out. 

Brown  took  the  lead  at  the  four-mile  point  and  had  a  wide 
margin  over  his  rivals  as  he  began  the  last  mile  towards  the  club 
house. 

BYU  attempted  to  finish  strongly  as  Steve  Jensen,  Dave 
Webster,  Woody  Lranklin  and  Dave  Johnson  finished  almost  in  a 
group  slightly  behind  Cramer,  with  Dave  Babiracki  and  Paul 
Cummings  further  back  in  the  field. 

The  Cougars  and  the  Miners  won  the  right  to  represent  the 
WAC  in  the  NCAA  cross-country  championships  in  Pullman,  WA. 
on  Nov.  19.  However,  Coach  Sherald  James  explained  that  BYU 
may  not  attend  the  meet. 

A  final  decision  will  be  made  in  the  near  future,  but  James 
anticipates  that  BYU  would  not  be  strong  enough,  as  a  team,  to 
make  a  good  showing  in  the  tough  NCAA  field  with  last  year’s 
top  runners  gone.  Richard  Reid  is  on  a  mission  and  Mitch  Wiley 
graduated.

SAN  DIEGO  (AP)  -  The 
American  Basketball 
Association  has  told  the  owner 
of  the  ABA’s  hottest  team  to 
move  to  Los  Angeles— for  all 
intents  and  purposes. 

The  San  Diego 
Conquistadors,  winners  of  two 
straight  games,  may  be  moving 
to  Los  Angeles,  as  early  as  this 
season  sometime,  following  a 
letter  sent  from  ABA 
Commissioner  Mike  Storen  to 
Q’s  owner  Leonard  Bloom. 

“The  letter  urged  Bloom  to 
investigate  the  feasibility  of  a 
move,”  said  a  spokesman  for 
Storen,  “either  to  Los  Angeles 
or  to  some  other  location. 
That  would  include  the 
possibility  of  his  finding 
something  else  in  San  Diego.” 


The  “something  else”  would 
mean  a  larger  arena  than  the 
San  Diego  State  University 
gymnasium  or  the  civic  arena 
which  hold  less  than  4,000 
fans.  In  San  Diego,  only  the 
Sports  Arena  would  fill  the 
bill.  But  the  bill  is  too  large, 
said  Bloom,  a  wealthy 
orthodontist. 


Canadian  financier  Peter 
Graham,  operator  of  the 
14,500-seat  arena,  would 
charge  him  $6,000  per  night 
for  the  use  of  the  place,  Bloom 
said,  even  though  some  local 
college  groups  have  obtained 
the  arena  for  $1,500.

With  what  can  only  be  termed  athletic 
ability,  the  “soul”  dance  troupe,  The  Lockers, 
set  the  evening’s  mood  with  high-performance, 
creative  dancing  over  moving  soul. 

Dancing  in  synchronization  and  sequentially 
progressing  moves,  the  seven  individuals  of  The 
Lockers  combined  acrobatics  with 
contemporary  dance  routines.  The  members  of 
the  group  belly-flopped,  knee-dropped,  dove, 
rolled  and  crashed  onto  the  stage  floor  with 
planned  precision.  Their  spread-legged  splits 
from  on  stage  to  the  playing  floor  would  make 
the  Cougarettes  ache  for  days. 

The  choreography  of  the  Lockers  centered 
around  a  jive  step  called  the  Campbell-Op,  as 
defined  by  the  group’s  female  choreographer 
Toni  Basel,  and  was  originated  by  group 
member  Don  Campbell.  Although  the  step  was 
not  particularly  identified  among  all  the  steps 
done,  it  could  properly  be  called  the  group’s 
emphasis,  being  the  rhythmic  step  performed  as 
back-up  to  the  individual  performances  by  the 
group  members. 

One  performance  of  outstanding  note  was  an 
individual  identified  as  Slim  the  Robot.  He 
mimed  perfectly  the  precise,  hesitant, 
mechanical  movements  of  a  robot. 

The  evening  was  not  without  mishaps. 
Johnny  Nash,  the  originally  scheduled  opening 
act,  was  absent  due  to  illness  suffered  during 
the  previous  night’s  performance. 

The  costuming  and  a  large  part  of  the  sound 
system  and  band  instruments  of  the  Fifth 
Dimension  were  misplaced  at  the  airport  and 
consequently  the  show  was  a  half  hour  late  in 
beginning. 

The  sound  system  was  itself  plagued  with 
what  seemed  to  be  perpetual  problems,  such  as 
feedback  squeals  on  a  few  of  the  opening 
numbers,  but  the  Fifth  Dimension  praised  the 
system  overall  for  its  adequacy. 

Still,  the  Fifth  Dimension  and  the  Lockers 
presented  a  concert  satisfying  and  entertaining 
throughout.  After  their  act,  the  Fifth  was 
brought  back  for  a  standard  finale  number  by 
an  equally  standard  BYU  standing  ovation, 
well-deserved  in  this  case. 

Mediocrity  was  not  a  part  of  the  evening’s 
repertoire.  The  versatility,  talent  and 
showmanship  on  Saturday  night  was  genuine, 
sustained  by  the  essential  symbiotic 
relationship  between  audience  and  performers.

New  class 


Border  Spanish  offered 


A  new  breed  of  Spanish,  a 
cross  between  English  and 
Spanish,  will  be  taught  Winter 
Semester  for  the  first  time,  L. 
Sid  Shreeve,  coordinator  of 
the  Latin  American  Studies, 
announced. 

“Border  Spanish,”  which  is 
spoken  along  the  U.S.  and 
Mexican  border,  will  be  taught 
by  Dr.  J.  Halvor  Clegg, 
assistant  professor  of  Spanish. 
Dr.  Clegg  received  his  Ph.D. 
from  the  University  of  Texas 
and  did  his  thesis  on  Spanish 
spoken  in  Texas.  Shreeve  said 
Dr.  Clegg  is  “one  of  the 
foremost  knowledgeable  men 
in  the  United  States  in  border 
Spanish.” 

Border  Spanish,  frequently 
called  “Chicano”  Spanish,  is 
spoken  by  those  who 
immigrate  to  the  United  States 
and  who  do  not  assimilate  into 
the  U.S.  culture.  They  pick  up 
some  English  words  in  their 
language,  but  basically  still 
speak  a  form  of  Spanish,  Clegg 
said. 

The  estimated  six  million 
people  in  the  U.S.  who  speak 
this  break-off  Spanish  feel 
“alienated  from  their  native 
Mexico  and  from  their  present 
home  in  the  United  States,  and 


this  is  reflected  in  their 
language,”  Dr.  Clegg  said. 

“This  creates  storms  because 
they  are  laughed  at  from  both 
sides,”  said  Clegg. 

A  knowledge  of  border 
Spanish  could  also  be 
important  to  the  Church. 
There  are  about  5,000  to 
6,000  Spanish-speaking 
members  of  the  Church  in  the 
U.S.  “They  are  having  a  hard 
time  being  recognized  and 
being  assimilated  into  the 
wards,”  Clegg  said.  He  was  a 
high  councilman  in  the  San 
Antonio  Stake  and  visited 
many  of  the  branches  in  Texas 
and  New  Mexico.  He  also  went 
to  the  Spanish-American 
mission  in  Texas. 

“We  must  be  able  to 
communicate  with  them  in 
their  own  language.  You  can’t 
dq  that  by  just  knowing 
standard  English  or  standard 
Spanish.” 

Shreeve  said  the  answer  is 
not  necessarily  getting  all 
those  S  p  a  n  is  h -speaking 
Americans  to  speak  English. 
“To  kill  the  language  you 
would  have  to  kill  the  culture. 
And  we  don’t  want  to  kill  the 
culture,”  said  Shreeve. 

Border  Spanish  690  R  will 


be  a  three-credit  class  taught 
M-W-F  at  2:10  p.m.  in  155 
JKB.  It  is  listed  under  Latin 
American  Studies  but  also  may 
be  taken  for  Spanish  490  R 
credit.  A  student  interested  in 
taking  the  class  doesn’t  have  to 
be  a  graduate  student  but 
should  have  at  least  two  years 
of  Spanish  training  or  the 
equivalent. 

Clegg  said  he  hopes  to 


establish  the  differences  and 
similarities  between  border 
and  standard  Spanish  in  the 
class.  Other  aspects  of  the  class 
will  deal  with  the  historical, 
sociological  and  geographical 
factors  pertaining  to  the 
language. 

He  will  also  compare 
Mexican  literature  to  Chicano 
literature.
